The applicant thanks Examiner Perez for the telephone interview granted on Wednesday, 
November 16, 2005 between herself and the applicant's representative Mr. Mates (Reg. No. 
35,271). The rejection of the pending claims was discussed, and no agreement was reached. 

Mr. Mates pointed out that dependent claims 25-29 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) 
while the independent claim 24 was rejected under 35 USC § 103(a). Claims 25-29 should be 
rejected with claim 24 under § 103(a), and not under § 102(e). 

Regarding the rejections under 35 USC § 103(a), Mr. Mates pointed out that the MPEP 
requires a suggestion and a reasonable expectation of success for a rejection under 35 USC § 
103: 

"To establish a prima facie case of obviousness, three basic criteria must 
be met. First, there must be some suggestion or motivation, either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, to modify the reference or to combine reference 
teachings. Second, there must be a reasonable expectation of success. 
Finally, the prior art reference (or references when combined) must teach 
or suggest all the claim limitations." 1 

The suggestion or motivation to combine references and the reasonable expectation of 
success must both be found in the prior art. 2 The MPEP also states the following: 

"If the proposed modification or combination of the prior art would 
change the principle of operation of the prior art invention being 
modified, then the teachings of the references are not sufficient to render 
the claims prima facie obvious." 3
